ODELL TELLS STORY 


OF HARJMAN'S GIFT 


IMPLICATES ROOSEVELT 


GIVES ACCOUNT TO SENATE COM- 


MITTEE 
DIFFERING 
ESSEN- 


TIALLY FROM SHELDON'S 


EXPLANATION. 


Colonel, Then President, in Confer- 


ence With Harriman, Secured 


$240,000—Tells of New 


York Situation.

Washington. 
Aug. 14.—Former 


Governor B. B. Odell of New York 
today told the senate committee in- 
vestigating campaign funds, a story 
of 
Edward H. Harriman's 
$240,000 


contributions to the 1904 campaign so 
different from that told to the com- 
mittee by George R. Sheldon, that 
members of the committee asked Mr. 
Odell to account for the variances. 


The former governor replied that 


Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer of the 
republican national committee in 1904, 
might have "told some white lies" to 
Mr. Sheldon about it. 
Sheldon was 


associated with Bliss, unofficially, in 
1904. and was treasurer in 190S." 


The substance of Mr. Odell's testi- 


mony was that President 
Roosevelt 


asked Mr. Harriman in 1904 to come 
to the White House to talk about 
campaign funds. 
Following that talk, 


said Mr. Odell, Mr. Harriman raised 
'$240,000 for the campaign and turned 
it over to the republican national 
committee. 


Mr. Odell said he received $200.000 


of that contribution for the New York 
state campaign and the balance re- 
mained in the hands of the national 
committee. 
Mr. Odell testified that 


Mr. Karriman had told him that Colo- 
nel Roosevelt 
had 
agreed 
that 
if 


necessary he would help out in the 
New York senatorial situation by ap- 
pointing Senator Chauncey M. Depew 
ambassador to France, thus leaving 
the senatorial con-test here for Frank 
M. Black, former governor of New 
York. 


After his story of the contribution 


Mr. Odell explained his relations with 
the national committee that year. He 
said that in July, 11)04. an agreement 
had been made between himself and 
the national committee, represented 
by Mr. Cortelyou and Mr. Bliss, where- 
by the national committee 
was to 


give the New York state committee 
$500,000. 


Early in the campaign Mr. Odell 


said he got $100.000 from the commit- 
tee for a cajjvass of New York city, 
and later $"50,000 for manning the 
polls during registration. 
In all $300,- 


000 
o£ an 
expected 
$500,000 was 


turned 
over before 
Mr. Cortelyou 


called on him to say he was unable 
to pay the rest. 


"There-was no question to my mind 


as to the success of the national and 
state tickets that year." Mr. Odell 
continued. "What 
embarrassed me 


was that 1 had agreed to give to the 
various district chairmen of New York 
along the Hudson river and in tlie 
counties on Long Island, consisting 
of 2,300 districts and containing SOO.- 
000 voters, this $200,000 the national 
committee owed me." 


Chairman Clapp called attention to 


Geo. R. Sheldon's testimony that Mr. 
Bliss had informed him 
that 
Mr. 


Odell was alarmed over the success 
of the sta.te ticket and asked for help 
for that reason and that the Harri- 
man contributions were 
not made 


through the national committee, but 
through 
the state .committee. 
Mr. 


Odell insisted that he was correct, and 
Mr. Sheldon was in error. 


"Sometimes a person 
in politics 


calls white lies," ventured Mr. Odell. 
"What do you mean?" demanded Sen- 
ator Clapp. "That Mr. Sheldon told 
this committee white lies?" 
"Oh no, 
1 mean that Mr. Bliss may not have 
given Mr. Sheldon the exact situa- 
tion." returned the former governor. 


Some senators suggested that Mr. 


Odell might not have told Mr. Bliss 
the correct situation, but Mr. Odell 
declared he was so close to Mr. Bliss 
that he had no thought of concealing 
anything from him.

Deficiency Bill Works Hardship 


on War Department.

in the United States have received 
no pay since June 1st.

tion is caused by the delay in passing 
the general deficiency bill. 


The regular army appropriation had 


been exhausted in May and the war 
department 
depended 
on 
the 
de- 


ficiency bill being passed for more 
money. 
July payments 
really 
are 


available under order of 
July 1st, 


which extend last year's appropriation 
for another month but disbursements 
were held up in the paymaster's, office 
with the expectation that 
congress 


would pass the regular bill. 


Postmaster 
General 
Smith, how- 


ever, said today that he would dis- 
burse some of the money available, 
if the deficiency bill was not enacted 
this 
week. 
Officers 
have 
received 


most of their pay because they are 
obliged to support themselves. 


The war department felt that thn 


enlisted men would suffer least be- 
cause the government provided them 
with clothing quarters, food and med- 
ical attendance. 
The army bill is yet 


to be acted on in the senate and will 
later go to the 
house. Meanwhile 


some of the money may become avail- 
able from the general deficiency bill 
which is yet to be passed.

Was Killed Sunday. 


Mr. McMaster was killed last Sun- 


day while hunting, according to the 
reports to the state department which 
came from American consul Kemper, 
at Cartagena. 


An attempt was made upon his life 


two years ago and the strain imposed 
upon his relations with the Colom- 
bian judicial authorities, a.s a result 
of his efforts to secure full punish- 
ment for the would-be assassins ex- 
cites the suspicion of officials here 
as to the cause of his death.

President Taft

Taft today vetoed the steel bill. In a 
message to congress the president 
said he disapproved the measure be- 
cause it provided for revenue only 
and took DO account of protection for 
American industries. He condemned 
the ways and means committee for 
refusing a public hearing on the bill. 
His veto was expected. 


Mr. Taft gave as another reason for 


his veto that the- bill affected not the 
iron and steel industry alone, but flf- 
ty-jiine allied industries vvhich, be 
said, are worthy of separate classifi- 
cation. 
Mr. Taft wrote that be was 


not prepared to say there were no 
items in 
the steel schedule which 


might not well be reduced, but he 
pointed out that its ad valorem rate 
of duty was an apparent reduction of 
15 per cent from the duties- of the 
Wilson law. 


The wool tariff bill re-passed in the 


house yesterday over President Taft's 
veto, was reported to the senate this 
morning. Democrats and progressive 
republican leaders are convinced they 
could not obtain the necessary two- 
thirds vote to re-pass the measure in 
the senate. 


Passed Over Veto. 


Within three hours after President 


Taft had sent back the steel 
tariff 


bill to congress with a message of 
disapproval the house p'assed it over 
his veto. The vote was 173 to pass it 
and S3 against it, and 1 present not 
voting. It is not expected to repass 
the senate.

$30.000 post office to a thirty-cent vil 
lage, in order to 'strengthen the 
fences' of the politicians who make 
investigation reports of the-kind de 
scribed, it is forgotten that every dol 
lar of these amounts means that a 
producing somebody has to create a 
dollar's worth of wealth in orde'r tc 
pay the bill. 


"When, for instance, a congres 


man puts in a bill for anything from 
§500 to $2,000 tor his mileage, he 
comforts himself with the reflectioi 
that the 'United States treasury i 
rich enough to pay a thousand sucl 
bills as his. 
He does not know tha 


the treasury has not a dollar it car 
call its own. It cannot expend a do 
lar for any purpose whatever whic 
it does not take from somebody.

On any 
fine moonless night that 


we may happen to have'at this time 
of year, the Milky Way is undoubted- 
ly the most striking feature of the 
heay.ens. At the hour of the map it] 
stretches from horizon to horizon, au 
arch of cloudy light that passes just 
east of the zenith, [ts whole length is 
studded 
with 
brilliant 
asterisms, 


from. Persois in the north to the. lit- 
tle Milk Dipper that bangs inverted 
jest above the southern sky-line, its 
beauty never fails to charm even the 
unthinking glance, and, when one re- 
flects that this nebulous arch is in 
reality composed of hundreds of mil- 
lions of blazing suns, whose fierce 
rays have been reduced by immensity 
ol. distance, to the 
soft glimmering 


we see, the imagination, as well as 
the eye, is captivated and held on- 
t.ranced. 


Galileo was the first to discover 


'the essence or 
substance of 
the 


iVVilky Way." With his first 
little 


telescope, made three centuries ago, 
IIP ,w'as able to observe 
what had 


long been conjectured and what any- 
one can now see with 
an 
opera 


glass, that "the gallery is nothing else 
.nit a mass 
of 
innumerable 
stars 


slanted together in clusters." 


These "stars are unnumbered still, 


lespite the 
wonderful telescopes of 


this day and the effective photograph- 
ic methods employed. They can be 
estimated only in terms of hundreds 
of millions. Prof. Eickerton has re- 
cently expressed the 
opinion 
'that 


there are at least one billion suns, 
vivid and dead, in the universe. 


Their distance is a matter for won- 


der rather than for estimate. Mea- 
sured by the speed of light, which 
darts across the. 93,000.000 miles be- 
tween sim and earth in less than 
r.:ne minutes, portions of the galaxy 


must be some 
thousands of 
years 


away, maybe three thousand, maybe 
thirty thousand, perhaps more. 
At 


any rate, the Milky Way marks the 
limit, as it is believed to 
form the 


ground plan of the universe. 
Of the 


"beyond" 
the 
wisest 
astronomer 


knows no more than Galilieo did. 


On a small map it is impossible to 


do more than roughly indicate the 
outlines of the Milky Way. Fortu- 
nately the unaided eye is better able 
t.c trace its boundaries and detect its 
beauties than any telescope. 


The 
galaxy's , main' 
stream 
and 


branches involve nearly the whole of 
the constellation Auriga, now just be- 
low the northern horizon. Its stream 
is brilliant in Perseus,'and again in 
Cassiopeia. 
In and 
about 
Cygnns 


are many bright knots and streaks in- 
volving the whole of the 
Northern 


Cr::.ss. 
South from this the galaxy 


spills into two 
main 
branches 
uf 


which 
the 
more 
brilliant 
passes 


through Aqiiila and into Sagittarius, 
while the other fades away into Oplii- 
nchiis. 
The stream of 
the 
Milky 


Way varies greatly. :1n brilliancy and 
its bDrders ore often ill defined! 


The-average city dweller sees lit- 


tle of the Milky Way. ./Where the at- 
mosphere is' filled' with smoke and 
dust and the .sky reflects the glow 
of many street'lamps, it may be al- 
together invisible. 
But out in 
the 


country or at sea, the watcher will 
be 
able 
to 
observe -a 
surprising 


amount and variety of detail. 


The Great Square of Pegasus is now 


clear of the horizon and is the most 
conspicuous figure in 
the 
eastern 


sky. 
The square ia really composed 


Pegasus and one, the Alpha, of Andro- 
meda. 


Aside from Andromeda and a part 


of Perseus, Aquarius is the only new 
constellation on the' map this month. 


It. is the twelfth of the zodiacal con- 
'Eitellations and one of the oldest of 
the star .groups, 
though it is by 
no 


means a conspicuous figure. 
It con- 


tains four or five stars of about the 
Ihlrd magnitude, but none brighter. 


The principal 
August 
shower of 


meteors is due the night of the 1fll.li. 
These shooting stars are known as

New Request 


The Rock County Telephone Company started 


business in 1899 with 380 subscribers. The rates 
then established were adequate for the small ex- 
change and were much lower than the charges for 
the inferior service of the monopoly in power at 
that time. 


The Company has now 2300 subscribers. The 


present switchboard and telephones are old-fash- 
ioned and relatively slow. Our service cannot be as 
good as it ought to be and as we should like to have 
it be. The switchboard and wire plant are outgrown 
and in many sections we are unable to serve appli- 
cants.

The lack of the sense of responsibil- 


ity, of cleanliness and common

the realization of our. ideal of pure 
food conditions seem ages away. 


The whole attitude of those hand- 


ling our food-stuffs seems to be "What 
do 1 care. I'm not going to 'Use it?'' 
or "They will never know the differ- 
ence.' "Just so it is not found out, 
it .is all right." 


An incident quoted from the "Bul- 


letir" of the Department of Health, 
of the city of Chicago, will illustrate 
the "Don't Cave" attitude and 
un- 


adulterated filthiness on the part of 
some people. A -dairy inspector while 
inspecting a certain dairy, noticed a 
boy seated milking a cow. The pecu- 
liar attitude of the boy attracted his 
attention and upon closer inspection 
he found that the lad had his dirt-en- 
crusted feet perched on the rim of the 
milk pail milking directly upon them, 
first on one foot, then on the other. 
and permitting the milk to flow from 
his feet-into the milk pail. The in- 
vestigator 'Upbraided the boy For his 
filthy practice, remarking that he was 
doing something which would probab- 
ly cost the lives of many people. 


The boy's; only- reply was, "What 
LUDLaW'S 
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do you care, you ain't goin' to drink 
this milk; we ship it 
to the 
city." 


That is the reason why milk should be 
pasteurized before using. 


OE course, all dairies and all milk 


dealers are not uncleanly in handling 
their milk. Is yours? Why not find 
out? Investigate .your,.milk, supply.

Assuming that the dairymen and 


milk dealer have done their duty and 
delivered the milk clean and safe to 
you, 
it then becomes 
your duty 
to 


keep it so. Provide a covered box^in 
a cool place protected from cUistt s'uu 
and flies. In warm weather take the 
bottles in as soon as possible after 
delivery. 
Before removing the 
cap 


wash the cap 
and 
outside of 
the 


bottle with clean, cold water. Then 
place the bottle in the icebox which 
must be kept clean. When the milk 
has been used, wash the bottle in 
boiling water and set it away in 
a 


clean place until taken by the dealer. 


If you suspect that your dealer is 


using preservatives in the milk, have 
samples tested by the health offiiciuls 
or your physicians.

week. What makes the different fla- 
vors in cheese? would' seem to us to 
be more important, for a meal today 
is incomplete without cheese of some 
kind. 
Americans have tiled to imi- 


tate the making of native cheese and 
in some cases 
have succeeded, but 


more often the original cheese is still 
superior. 
Roquefort cheese is still a 


monopoly of the French town of that 
name, southwest of Paris. It is made 
of goats's milk and the tiny 
green 


specks in it are coarse"crumbled bread' 
which 
the peasants throw in 
when 


making the cheese. 
The care and 


skill required in its manufacture is 
remarkable; even the 
moldy

WELCOME SUNSHINE 


AFTER HEAVY RAINS 


Warm Weather May Prove Salvation 


Of Corn and Tobacco Crops— 


Will Rush Stacking of 


Grain. 


Bright, warm sunshine was never 


more cordially welcome than now af- 
ter nearly a week of gloomy weather 
and steady downpour. In fact it is of 
infinate value to the farmers of Rock 
county and in consequently appreciat- 
ed by them to the fullest extent. It 
means that the corn 
and 
tobacco 


crops will be given a chance to re- 
cuperate from the over abundance of 
rain and with, several weeks of warm, 
dry weather' possible 
failures 
for 


these two staples will be turned into 
very acceptable yields. 


Cultivation is the program for to- 


bacco'fields whore the crop has not 
grown too large. Even in cases where 
the plants are almost large enough 
to top farmers find it advisable to go 
I .h rough with a 
narrow o'tie 
horse 
'narrow in order to stir Hie ground 
and prevent rusting. The complaint 
in regard to the corn crop is that 
ears are not forming as they should 
and with the abundance of moisture 
the growth will all be to fodder in- 
stead of to grain. In some localities 
the corn fields are 
checked 
witii 


spots of dwarfed and stunted patches 
and the leaves of the 
plants are 


fired at the bortoni. Investigation has 
thown that this condition is a result 
of the activity of white grubs and in 
many places the yield will be cut in 
two, so .great is tile damage they have 
done. 
' 


Another reason 'that the farmnrs 


are especially grateful to Old Sol is 
on account of the action of his rays 
in the grain fields. Here the; shocks 
have been opened and spread out to 
the drying heat and toward the end 
of the week the grain w.ill he rushed 
to stacks. 
In some places the wot 


weather has started growth in the 
bundles 
resulting 
in 
considerable 
damage.' Rye and 
-barley have suf- 


fered especially. . . 
,, 


With the vitalizing' sunshine i.he 


pastures have taken on a new shade 
of green and fall feed will be abund- 
ant. This will be a boon in sections 
where the hay crop was short. 
The 


new seeding has also 
been greatly 


benefitted and a bumper hay crop 
is predict o'.l for next year. 


The crop damage has "been greater 


in other sections of the state accord- 
ing to reports. 
In the central 
part 


near Neenah it is stated 
that the 


corn is turning back, potatoes are 
rotting in the ground, and grain 
it- 


being beaten out of. the stalk. Caiit- 
elope and cucumber crops are ruined. 


In the Fox and Wolf River valleys 


the damage has been especially se- 
vere for here floods have brought, de- 
struction.

Member of Olympic Committee Says 


American Athletes Won Because 


They Were Prepared. 


Luther Halsey Gulick, member of 


the Olympic Committee and also of 
the National 
Council of 
the 
Boy 


Scouts of Aferica, says in the August 
issue, of the Boys' Life Magazine that 
the American athletes proved victor- 
ious in the Oylmpic games because 
they excelled in four qualities. 


"They won'because they were pre- 


pared,1'- he writes, and thus pays trib- 
ute to the Boy Scout motto: "Be Pre- 
pared." 


"Every-man was trained to the min- 


ute. 
He "had made getting himself 


ready for his test his main, business 
for quite -a period. They ail realized 
that if the Olympic games were worth 
going -in to-they were worth going into 
thoroughly, and so they 
prepared 


themselves for these games as-iJ: .they 
were the main business of life, and 
indeed they were for the time being. 


"The men obeyed. When a man goes 


into athletic work or business or any 
other enterprise involving a great 
many men, it is necessary that they 
work together. It is necessary that 
they do absolutely what those over 
them say. I am told that some of the 
men from other countries 
did 
not 


obey with reference to sleep, with ref- 
erence to eating, with reference to 
sundry other things which interfere 
with their physical condition. 
The 


men themselves did not realize that 
absolute obedience was the price of 
success. The American athletes obey- 
ed. 


"They pulled together; 
they did 


team work. 
The trainer picked out 


just .the events that each man should 
enter, so that the team, as a-whole, 
should make the very best 
showing 


possible, rather than that each man 
should, appear as prominent as pos- 
sible. 
For example, if America, in 


a certain race, only had one first- 
class competitor who also chanced to 
be good in two other events in which 
they were several other 
American 


competitors as good as he, and particu- 
larly if this was a bard_ contest, it 
Would be better for the on'o American 
competitor who was good at'the race 
in hand to enter.that race and not en- 
ter the others. The American athletes 
pulled together. Their team work svas 
a. genuine source of power to them. 


"America sent the 
best .material 


she could get to Sweden to win these 
races. 
She put in charge of the ath- 


letes the best trainers and advisers 
that could be secured. 


"These four qaulities, I believe, won 


the games in Stockholm. They are the 
same qualities that win in scholarship, 
business and everything else in the 
world."
